Doris is subtle sex personified as 
she drives poor Alvin into a series 
of complicated troubles. 


Pert Barbara Turner, as Judy 
Carlton, the young law student, is 
another factor in Alvin’s life that 
causes him sleepless nights. Vet 
character actress, Irene Seidner, 
almost steals the show as the kindly 
strudel-baking Mrs. Laslow. Her 
good intents forecast ill tides to the 
mischieyous Alvin. 


Jaclynne Green is cast as Mrs. 
Atterbury, the nagging shrill-voiced 
wife whose main pleasure in life is 
henpecking Alvin. 


A toe tapping theme entitled

Highly Exciting 


(Prepared Review) 

“Wink of an Eye,” a United 
Artists release which opened yes- 
terday at the Theatre, is 
a highly exciting motion picture. 
The unusual story is the perfect 
vehicle for its stars, newcomer Jona- 
than Kidd and Doris Dowling. 

The original story by Chester 
Davis and Winston Jones is a gem 
of suspense and delightful intrique. 
The plot is set against the back- 
ground of a small town in the mid- 
west. The main character, Alvin 
Atterbury, as played by Jonathan 
Kidd, is a musk extractor in a 
perfume factory, unhappily married 
to a shrewish wife and completely 
frustrated by his impatient em- 
ployer. He conspires with Doris 
Dowling, who portrays a sexy sec- 
retary, to go into a business of his 
own which necessitates experiment- 
ing in the cellar beneath his house. 
Inquisitive neighbors and a young 
female law student raise the suspi- 
cions that Jonathan has done away 
with his wife and is dismembering 
the remains in the privacy of the 
cellar. 

Jonathan Kidd as Alvin Atter- 
bury could be the comedy find of 
the year, a combination Alec Guin- 
ness and Buster Keaton. 


One-Take Kid 


Although “Wink of an Eye” which 
will open at the 
Theatre thru United Artists release, 
is the motion picture debut of its 
star Jonathan Kidd, he earned the 
admiration of producer Fernando 
Carrere and director Winston Jones, 
as well as the entire cast and crew. 
The reason for the professional re- 
spect was that Jonathan, a former 
Broadway actor, knew the entire 
script from memory, never needing 
a second take on his scenes, an 
almost unheard of practice on the 
Hollywood sound stage and it de- 
lighted the accounting department.

(Biography ) 

A combination Alec Guinness- 
Buster Keaton is what most people 
will think when they first see Jona- 
than Kidd. Large expressive eyes, 
with a doelike quality; a mobile yet 
poker face; a voice with the flexi- 
bility of a silken cord; yet above 
all, a tremendous humility and 
gentleness that belies a firm and 
decisive mind. 

The many-faceted Jonathan Kidd 
was born in Minersville, Pennsyl- 
vania and moved to Philadelphia at 
the age of four. He was president 
of the graduating class at the Simon 
Gratz High School and later re- 
ceived his A.B. degree from Penn. 
State. Was awarded a scholarship to 
study with Mme. Ouspenskaya in 
New York. The gateway to Broadway 
was now open. 

His stage credits are too numer- 
ous to mention—the most notable 
being: “Anastasia,” with Viveca 
Lindfors; and “Come Back Little 
Sheba,” with Shirley Booth: 

Jonathan Kidd was discovered for 
motion pictures by Winston Jones, 
the very able young director of 
“Wink of an Eye,” all came about 
this way. Since his arrival in Holly- 
wood, Jonathan had found it tough 
sledding to obtain parts in the 
usual type of motion pictures. He 
had a “specialized” face, his voice 
was “too precise.” He was not a 
“glamour boy.” So, in order to make 
ends meet, Jonathan turned to a 
vocation that he had once known 
while attending college—Tree Sur- 
gery. He made the rounds of the 
swank homes in Beverly Hills, offer- 
ing his services. His charming man- 
ner and quiet dignity paid off. 
Jonathan’s tree surgery business was 
booming. Among his “regulars” was 
the Jones’ house. During conversa- 
tion one day, director Jones dis- 
covered Jonathan’s Broadway  ex- 
perience, introduced him to pro- 
ducer Fernando Carrere and_ they 
arranged a screen test—and Jona- 
than had the starring part of Alvin 
Atterbury in “Wink of an Eye.”
